with  posts  2x4  inches  not  more  than  10  feet  apart, 
with  rails  not  less  than  1x4  inches,  the  posts  to  extend 
down  to  the  ground  or  be  supported  with  brackets 
from  the  sidewalk,  so  as  to  prevent  dangerous  risk  or 
accident  to  persons  using  such  sidewalks.
